SYNOPSIS: 


On November 14, 2019, County Services Bureau (CSB) Sheriff's Security Officers 
(SSO) EE. 1; EI worked at Southwest Special 
Department of Public Social Services. They attempted to detain Suspect Giovanni 
Fuller for battery on a SSO. During the detention, EO | — AB 
involved in a use of force with Suspect Fuller. 


The incident was documented in a County of Los Angeles Sheriff s Department Incident 
Report under file number 919-02137-8520-145 [EXHIBIT A]. Internal Affairs Bureau 
(IAB) was notified that the use of force resulted in a fractured scapula. The force review 
was assigned to IAB Sergeant Ernest Ferreras. 


SUMMARY: 


The Southwest Special Department of Social Services building has a screening area 
with an X-ray machine located in the lobby. There were two Securitas security guards 
who screened clients as they entered the building. There were two Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department SSO's who also monitored clients who entered the building. The 
Securitas security guards advised clients who entered the building certain items were 
prohibited inside (e.g., box cutters, pocket knives, weapons, etc.). Refer to Weapons 
Screening Contraband List [EXHIBIT B]. Clients were advised they must return any 
contraband items to their vehicle, including lighters, or they would have to be 
relinquished to security. The above said items would not be returned and later 
discarded. 


On November 14, 2019, Suspect Fuller exited the building at approximately 1114 hours. 
Suspect Fuller asked to get his lighter back. SSO Keymesha Carter, ro 
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reiterated he could not get his lighter back after he surrendered it. Suspect Fuller 
entered the security staff area, behind the X-ray machine, and knocked over the 
contraband box to retrieve a lighter. After he retrieved the lighter, Suspect Fuller exited 
the building. SSO Carter called for backup. SSO's Carter and B2 kc c 
outside to assure Suspect Fuller left the premises. Suspect Fuller immediately 
approached SSO's Carter and EN and began to yell profanities at them. 
Suspect Fuller took a step back and spat on SSO] uniform pants. SSO 

ed to the backup request and witnessed Suspect Fuller spitting on 
SSO EUM on | 2ttemptea to detain Suspect Fuller 


for assault. 


ES —— toi Suspect Fuller to turn around and place his hands behind his back. 
Suspect Fuller resisted and walked away. Suspect Fuller walked near a concrete pillar 


and SS — told him to place his hands on the concrete pillar. Suspect Fuller did 
not comply and swung his right fist at SSO} SSO lodged 
Suspect Fuller's punch and SSO leployed his Taser. SSO 

attempted to fire his Taser at Suspect Fuller, but the Taser malfunctioned. Suspect 
Fuller swung his right arm toward SSO but he did not make contact with the 
security officer. sso MEE: managed to take Suspect Fuller to the 
ground. Suspect Fuller landed face down. The suspect punched and kicked toward 
SSO RR RN SSMO Suspect Fuller he would use the 
Taser on him if he did not comply. Suspect Fuller stopped punching and kicking. 
Suspect Fuller complained of pain to his arm, therefore his hands were handcuffed in 
front of his body. 


Emergency medical services were called to treat Suspect Fuller, who was subsequently 
transported to Centinela Hospital to be treated for his injury.

Special Department of Social Services building [EXHIBIT F] 


On November 14, 2019, Sergeant Steve Perez, E | conducted a videotaped 
interview of WitnesM Securitas Security Guard [EXHIBIT G]. 1AB 
investigators reviewed the videotaped interview. The following is a summary of the 
interview: 


Witness was assigned to work the weapons screening area when she was 
approached by Suspect Fuller. Suspect Fuller requested his lighter back that was 
confiscated. Witness explained once he surrendered the item that he would not 
get it back. Suspect Fuller walked into a secured area and attempted to retrieve his 
lighter. Suspect Fuller reached into the cardboard contraband box. When he tried to 
retrieve his lighter, he broke the contraband box. Suspect Fuller retrieved a lighter from 
the floor and exited the building. 


Witness [walked to the front of the lobby to get a crate for the items Suspect 
Fuller scattered on the floor. She saw, SSO's| nd Jas they talked 
to Suspect Fuller outside. Witness[physically described Suspect Fuller's actions 
as, flailing his arms out, and the suspect's behavior was violent videotaped 
interview, 0:02:56 — 0:03:20). Witness [did not see when SSO's land 
took Suspect Fuller to the ground. While they were on the ground, Witness 
helped handcuff Suspect Fuller. After Suspect Fuller was handcuffed, she 


returned to the weapons screening area. Witness SEd not witness a Taser 
utilized during the incident. 


On November 18, 2019, Sergeant Thorn, E —— conducted a videotaped iow of 
Witness NN EXHIBIT G]. During the videotaped interview Witnes: rew 
a sketch of where the incident occurred. IAB investigators reviewed the videotaped 
interview. The following is a summary of their interview: 


WitnessllllllÀvorked at the customer service area, which was located in the lobby. 
Suspect Fuller entered the building and was advised by Securitas security guards 
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certain items were prohibited inside the building. Suspect Fuller walked into the security 

area and “snatched” the box, and dumped all the items from the box on the floor 
ideotaped interview, 0:03:30 — 0:03:55). Suspect Fuller retrieved items 

rom the floor and walked out of the building. Sco MEN

After the Taser malfunctioned, SENE tempted to drive stun Suspect Fuller. 
The Taser malfunctioned a second time. Suspect Fuller continued to swing his fist 
[ESOS  — OD —— GEI NLIS 


SO Suspect Fuller's um sso grabbed Suspect Fuller's 


arm and pulled him to the ground. SSO| could not recall which arm he 
grabbed, but used one of Suspect Fuller's arm to pull him to the ground. Suspect Fuller 
attempted to get off the ground by using both his arms to push himself up. While on the 
ground, SSO S moved the Taser cartridge and placed the Taser between 
Suspect Fuller's shoulder blades. The suspect stopped resisting, but complained of 
pain to his arm. Securitas Security Guardlllllllihanacutffed the suspect's hands in 
front of his body. Suspect Fuller remained on the ground until emergency medical 
services arrived and treated him. 


During the IAB interview, ES) —— [TS allowed to view the surveillance video 
[EXHIBIT G]. SOMME explained Suspect Fuller was taken down to the grass 
behind a concrete pillar. Suspect Fuller complained of pain after he was on the ground. 


SUSPECT GIOVANNI FULLER 


On November 14, 2019, Suspect Fuller was interviewed by Lieutenant Harrison, 
For complete statements and precise wording see the attached videotaped 
interview [EXHIBIT G]. 


On November 14, 2019, Suspect Fuller was interviewed by IAB investigators at 
Centinela Hospital Medical Center, but the video recording was cut short because of a 
low battery [EXHIBIT G]. The interview was re-recorded, but video was destroyed 
when it was downloaded. 
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On July 20, 2020, an IAB investigator conducted a cell phone interview with Suspect 
Fuller. 


On November 14, 2019, Suspect Fuller was at the Southwest Special Department of 
Social Services building to complete a work source class. When he entered the 
building, he was asked to relinquish his lighter and the suspect complied. When he 
completed his training for the day, he asked for his lighter back. Two “white shirt 
security guards" informed him once he relinquished his lighter he would not get it back. 
Suspect Fuller told guards he was not informed of the policy and requested his lighter 
be returned. The guards informed him his lighter would not be returned. Suspect Fuller 
reached into the box and retained his lighter. 


Suspect Fuller walked out of the building to a bike rack. A male security officer, SSO 
BEER oe Suspect Fuller and began to argue over the buildings’ policies. 
Another security officer, SSO MM arrived and attempted to detain Suspect Fuller. 
SSO HB hac his Taser out and told him to place his hands behind his back. 
Suspect Fuller did not comply. Se — told Suspect Fuller a second time to 
place his hands behind his back or the Taser would be used on him. Suspect Fuller 
said he would not place his hands behind his back, but he would volunteer to go to the 
ground. Prior to going to the ground, Se] — took control of Suspect Fuller's left 
arm. When Suspect Fuller voluntarily went to the ground, a security officer had his knee 
on his back and ordered him to place his hands behind his back. Suspect Fuller did not 
comply because his shoulder was injured. A third security officer arrived and 


handcuffed Suspect Fuller's hands in the front of his body. Suspect Fuller denied he
